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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . An "Amendment" was received on December 27, 2004 in response to Office 
Action of September 22, 2004. Dependent claim 28 and independent claim 35 have 
been canceled, as indicated. Claims 1-26 were canceled earlier. 

2. Claims 27 and 29-34 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. With respect to independent claim 27, prior art before October 7, 1997 ( to which 
date the current divisional application claims priority ) fails to disclose a method for 
linearly dispersing charged particles by their mass-energy-to-charge ratios, comprising 
introducing charged particles into a magnetic separator having an inhomogeneous 
magnetic field in one plane and a homogeneous magnetic field in another plane that 
provides a linear dispersion of the charged particles proportional to their mass-energy- 
to-charge ratio. 

Claims 29-34 are allowed by virtue of their dependency on the independent 
claim 27.
